The management of the M. K. & T. Lines has complied with every order 
or ruling made by the Labor Board since its organization. In the face of a de­ 
ficit, tho' M. K. Sr T. complied with the decision of the Labor Board that wages 
should he increased approximately -2 jjercent, effective May I, 1920, and under 
this decision tile wages of IM. K. 
T. emi>loyees were increased approximately 
$7,000,000.00 per annum. Des})ite further deficits in income, the wage rates so 
established were continued in effect uriiil July I, 1921, when a reduction of less 
than 12 percent in wages was authorized by the Labor Board. 


As instances have arisen in which the employees and the 
management 
were unable to agree as to the interpretation and application of certain rules 
carried forward from government control, differences have been submitted to 
the Labor Board and its rulings cohipHccl with. There will be no change in this 
policy. The M. K. & T. lanes will continue to comply with the provisions of the 
'fransportation Act and the rulings of Hie Labor Board in order that disagi'ee- 
ments with employees, which might thi’eaien interruption of transportation ser­ 
vice, may be peaceably and fairly adjusted after considei;ation of every public and 
private interest. 


‘Support of these policies by M. K. & T. empolyees is essential to the dis­ 
charge of the joint obligation of the eiiiployees and "the management to provide 
the public with uninterrupted transportation service. We, therefore, urge all 
patriotic employees to remain at their jTosts. Duty lo the public, loyalty to the 
government as citizens and their personal and lamily interest demand that they 
shall join with the management in reliance upon orderly procedure and 
legal 
agencies to make them secure in their rights.

“ LONESOME CH ARLEY” REY- 
NOLDS, CU STER’S SCOUT 
Many noted scouts served with Gen­ 
eral Custer during his Indian cam­ 
paigns, but his favorite of them all 
w us 
Charles 
Reynolds, 
known 
as 
•"Lonesome Charley.” 
In 
tile early 
seventies, Reynolds was a hunter for 
the garrison at Fort Rice, N. D. He 
iv us a quiet 
little man 
who 
lived 
much t«» himself and 
preferred 
to 
hunt alone, no m atter how many hos­ 
tile Indians were near. 
Because of 
his disregard for human companion­ 
ship, he became known by everyone 
us “Lonesome Charley.” 
Reynolds first served under Custer 
in the exploration of the Yellowstone 
country in 1873. 
During his expedi­ 
tion two Inoffensive 
civilians 
with 
Custer’s command were murdered by 
the Indians. 
Tho next )ear, (Vhlle 
Reynolds was attending a sun dance 
of the Sioux near Fort A. Lincoln, 
N, IX, he heard a young chief named 
Raiu-iu-the-Face boast of thu murder 
of the ta** men. Charley reported this 
to Custer mid Knin-in-the-Face was 
arrested and Imprisoned. 
Later ha 
escaped aud sent back his uow-fnmous 
v ow (if vengeance of the whole Custer 
family. 
“I,one some Charley” was with Cus­ 
ter during the 
exploration 
of the 
Black hills In 1871. 
When gold was 
discovered, 
a t 
Custer’s 
request 
he 
rod** 150 miles; 
through 
a country 
swarming with hostile Indians to Fort 
Loramie, NY .VO., In 48 hours aud gave 
to the world the first news of the 
iiiseo\cpy, causing a stampede of tinn­ 
ers into that region. 
When Custer started on his ia«: 
campaign against the Sioux in 187G, 
Reynold* was offered the position of 
chief guide. 
When the Seventh eavolrv left the 
steamer Far West, Reynold* was ill. 
Capt. Grant Marsh of the F a r West 
tried to persuade him not to go with 
th** expedition since he was in no 
condition to do any fighting. Reynolds 
refused. 
“I’ve 
benn 
waiting 
and 
getting 
ready for this expedition 
for 
two 
years, captain, and i’d rather be dead 
than miss it," he said earnestly. 
So 
he rode away to his death. 
When Custer divided his command 
to attack the Sioux oil the Little Big 
llo-ii, the scout vv.is .sent with Major 
Herm The Indians swept down upon 
Reno and forced 
him 
hack 
to tile 
wooded bluffs across the river. “Ix>ne- 
Rome Charley” was killed in this re­ 
treat. His body was found surrounded 
by 60 empty cartridge shells. 
He had 
die*! fighting.
